DISCOVERY OF RARE COLLECTOR'S ITEM 



Recently, a small quantity 
of stock certificates were 
turned up issued by American 
Express Co. between 1860 and 
1864, and hand signed by 
Henry Wells, president, and 
Wm G.Fargo, Sec,(founders of 
the famous Wells Fargo & Co) 
Signatures of these men are 
extremely rare, and almost 
unknown on other documents. 
Original American Express 
Co. was formed in March 1850 
and the first directors were 
Henry Wells, Wm G Fargo,John 
Butterfield, J. Livingston, 
Jaumes Wasson & James McKay. 
In 1852, 2 years after the 
formation of the American 
Express Company, Henry Wells 
and William Fargo proposed 
to the board of directors, 
that the operations be exte¬ 
nded to Calif,-and that year 
more than $60,000,000. gold 
came out of the California 
mines, most of it shipped 
east via sea. As it happened 
they were voted down by the 
other directors. Much anno¬ 
yed at this defeat, they de¬ 
cided at that time to form 
the Express Co., Wells Fargo, 
and to start operations in 


San Francisco, however they 
still remained stock holders 
and directors of American 
Express Company. Of course, 
most of us know something of 
Wells Fargo- the history of 
an Express and Banking Co. 
made up of individualists, 
who battled for business ev¬ 
ery inch of the way who took 
risks, beat down and bought 
out their competitors, but 
never declined a chance to 
be of service - they made 
extra ordinary profits and 
paid astonishing dividends. 
The history of Wells Fargo 
is also the history of San 
Francisco and the California 
Gold Rush. Wells Fargo was 
a symbol of faith- one could 
hire the company to do any 
chore, from escorting wives 
to California or to deliver¬ 
ing a battalion of soldiers 
for Indian War-‘ Wells Fargo 
carried hundreds of millions 
dollars worth of gold dust 
ajrd gold coin and no shipper 
ever lost a penny, speed and 
safety were the guiding pri¬ 
nciples and every man in the 
West believed, and relied on 
this. 


Collectors items of the old 
Romantic VJells Fargo Company 
are unending: for the numis¬ 
matist- rare tokens and "so- 
called dollars" were issued, 
also paper money and Nation¬ 
al Bank notes, early checks, 
money receipts, bills of ex¬ 
change and certificates of 
all kinds, etc. For the gun 
buff, any authentic Wells 
Fargo weapon is a real prize 
and for the stamp collector, 
to round out any collection, 
the Wells Fargo Frank covers 
and Pony Express stamp are a 
must. If you're looking for 
something new and challeng¬ 
ing, with a flavor of the 
old West, set started with a 
book on Wells Fargo, and 
your interest will never die
